HAD TO BE TAUGHT FRENCH 


English Horses, In Service of Gallio 
Owners, Unable to Understand 
Words of Command. 


A French writer tells a quaint story 
of the war. H e says t h a t the EngliBh 
cavalry in France found themselves In 
possession of a number of horses 
which 
were not found 
suitable for 
cavalry work. By arrangements with 
the French government they sold them 
off t o French peasants for agricultural 
work.. T h e farmers were delighted; 
-though t h e horses w e r e n o t adapted 
for cavalry work, they were 
better 
than they had been accustomed 'to 
have for farm work. 
But when they 
came t o work them a difficulty arose. 
The horses did not understand French. 
When 
addressed 
with " H u e " or a 
" D i a l " (which is idiomatic 
French 
for "Gee u p ! " a n d "Way, whoa!") 
they did not budge. N o doubt carters 
in France, a s in England, have a whole 
vocabulary of horse talk. 
Apart from 
the starting and stopping, there a r e 
special cries which tell t h e horse to 
t u r n t o t h e right o r left o r to take 
up a particular posture when it is 
being groomed. 


Even in England these carters' a n d 
grooms' words differ in' different coun­ 
ties, but probably that would be no 
difficulty in t h e way of transferring a 
horse, say, from t h e north of Eng­ 
land to the south. 
For, a s t h e experi­ 
mental psychologists tell us, animals 
do not really understand articulation; 
what they do understand is t h e tone 
in which words a r e spoken. 
This h a s 
been said even of dogs, which - a r t 
much more intelligent 
than 
horses 
and 
much 
more 
attentive to t h e 
speech of man. Dog lovers, however, 
deny this, and say t h a t dogs under­ 
stand t h e spoken word in whatever 
tone it is uttered or however quietly. 
However that m a y be, It would not 
help the English horses in France, 
since t h e French 
tones 
expressing 
the various moods of entreaty or com­ 
mand differ even more from t h e Eng­ 
lish than does t h e pronunciation of 
the words. The horse Is not t h e only 
animal to which French would be a 
foreign tongue. In France you call a 
cat not by a hissing sound, "Tsh, tsh," 
or "Psh, psh," as we do, but by some­ 
thing between a kiss and a whistle. 
Hence In France the vocative of "cat" 
Is not "Puss" but "Mimi."

The state hoard of health is endeav­ 
oring to impress upon the people the 
importance of fresh air, pure food 
and ventilation of steam and trolley 
cars. 
Just how the latter is to be ac­ 
complished is not explained and the 
board frankly admits that no satisfac­ 
tory system has yet been devised for 
ventilation of cars, but thinks that 
more extensive use of the ventilators 
would produce good results. 


There does not appear to be any 
reason why ventilators cannot be used 
to remove foul air from a car and the 
same system operated in, perhaps, a 
little different way would permit of 
a more thorough and satisfactory ven­ 
tilation, the New Britain (Conn.) Her­ 
ald observes. 
A smoking car on a

Steel Rails'Improved. 
Since the first railroad there has 
been great improvement in steel rails 
as well as growth in locomotives. At 
a late meeting of the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers in Paris, An- 
atole Mallet,: inventor of the articu­ 
lated locomotive, showed that in 1829 
engines weighing five tons ran on 
rails of 24.2 pounds per yard, the lo­ 
comotive weighing 327 times -a yard of 
rail. In 1846 engines of 22 tons ran 
on rails of 70.52 per yard, or 700 times 
the weight per yard.. In 1914 a Mallet 
locomotive, having ten coupled axles, 
with'adhesive weight of 245 tons, has 
been put to'use in the United States 
on 111-pound rails—an engine weight 
of 4,950 times the weight of rail per 
yard. - . f
